REASON FOR LEGISLATION:  To provide the authority to approve an agreement with Lancaster
County to reconstruct South 14th Street, south of Yankee Hill Road to a suburban section and then taper
the roadway to meet the two lane existing county road.

D I S C U S S I O N

Approval of this agreement will permit the City to complete the South 14th Street and Yankee Hill
Road intersection so that it can safely handle the projected future traffic needs.  The agreement will
also permit the Burlington Northern/Santa Fe Railroad crossing to be widened and the signals to be
constructed so that they can be upgraded when the section of 14th Street south of the intersection has
to be widened in the future.
